When a tragedy occurs in a community such as this 
one, we all seek an explanation. While there are many 
questions, people often assume that the individual has 
a mental health diagnosis which caused him or her to 
be violent. This assumption can contribute to people 
with mental or behavioral health challenges or sub- 
stance-related conditions being further stigmatized, ft also makes it less likely that 
individuals in need of help will receive appropriate care. Some people with mental

The City of Philadelphia 
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increased during an episode of psychosis 
and when combined with substance use. 
Research demonstrates that behavioral 
health challenges contribute very little to 
overall rates of violence, and most people 
with behavioral health challenges are not 
violent. In reality, some studies have found 
that people with mental health challenges 
are more likely to be victims of violence. 
The most common form of violence asso- 
ciaed with behavioral health challenges is 
not against others, but rather, against oneself. 

When individuals and communities 
are exposed to a traumatic event, it is 
common to experience feelings of stress 
or a variety of reactions to the event. It is 
normal to feel anxious about individual 
and your family's safety. People also 
experience sadness, grief, and anger. 
Although people often have intense feel- 
ings after a traumatic event, they typical- 
ly recover. Acknowledging your feelings 
and talking to a supportive, non -judg- 
mental family member, friend, communi- 
ty member, or someone associated with a 
faith-based institution such as a clergy 
member can be helpful. In addition to 
talking about your feelings, there are 
other things you can do to promote phys- 
ical and emotional health. Getting ade- 
quate sleep, doing activities you enjoy, 
and taking time to renew your spirit 
through meditation, prayer, or helping others 
in need can also help to promote physical 
and emotional health. 

Some people may have more difficul- 
ty recovering from a traumatic event. 
This is more likely to occur among indi- 
viduals who have had previous traumatic 
experiences, w r ho are faced with ongoing 
stress, or who lack support from friends 
and family. Getting help from a coun- 
selor or mental health professional can 
help us manage stress while improving 
our mental and physical health. 

If you or someone you know threatens 
to harm him/herself or another person; 
looks for ways to harm him/herself; talks 
or w'rites about death, dying or suicide: 
feels rage, uncontrolled anger, or desires 
revenge; or shows signs of considerable 
stress for several days or weeks, GET 
HELP by calling the suicide prevention 
hotline (800-273-TALK), A person could 
also visit a health care provider or crisis 
response center, or identify a treatment 
location {information on how is provided 
at the end of this article). 

For the past six years. DBHIDS has 
been radically transforming its system of 
care to focus on recovery for adults and 
resilience for children. DBHIDS strides 
to improve the health and well-being of 
all Philadelphians. Health promotion and 
early intervention is the best way to pre- 
vent future tragedies. DBHIDS achieves 
this through a wide variety of ongoing 
outreach, engagement, and prevention 
activities to strengthen local resources, to 
promote recovery and resilience, and to 
reduce stigma to ensure that individuals 
and families receive professional help 
when needed. DBHIDS promotes care 


that is individualized, culturally compe- 
tent. holistic, trauma- in formed and evi- 
dence based, and inclusive of families, 
peers, and communities. People can and 
do recover from behavioral health chal- 
lenges and substance- related conditions, 

DBHIDS partners with diverse com- 
munities to improve access to services 
and supports and to build upon community 
strengths. DBHIDS has partnered with the 
Southeast Asian community for the past 
several years to achieve this aim. Depar- 
tment staff recognize potential barriers to 
accessing professional care, including 
communication barriers, as well as cultural 
preferences for types of care. Collaboration 
with the Southeast Asian community has 
included participation in the Southeast 
Asian Task Force, hosting jook break- 
fasts for older individuals, promoting the 
use of storytelling among children and 
adults, using clinicians as educators and 
cultural helpers, partnering with local 
healers and faith-based institutions, inte- 
grating primary care, behavioral healthcare 
and traditional healing approaches, and 
supporting the availability of mobile out 
patient teams. 

Other related DBHIDS initiatives 
include a partnership with the 
Philadelphia Police Department to train 
members in crisis intervention to better 
recognize and effectively respond to 
community members with behavioral 
health challenges. Beginning this winter, 
DBHIDS will bring Mental Health First Aid 
Training to Philadelphia. This internationally 
recognized training helps nonmental health 
professionals and the general public to 
identify, understand, and respond to signs 
of mental health challenges and substance 
-related conditions. DBHIDS is also pleased 
to announce the Faith and Spiritual Affairs 
6th Annual Conference on December 12, 
2011* Information on these initiatives is

DBHIDS will continue to support a 
broad array of treatment, intervention, 
prevention, and support services to indi- 
viduals, families, children, youth and 
communities to prevent future traumatic 
events while fostering hope, healing, and 
recovery.

Three percent of the country's rice crops have 
been destroyed by flooding in provinces along the 
Mekong River and around the Tonic Sap lake, and 
another seven percent is at risk of being lost, the minister 
of agriculture said yesterday. 

New government estimates also show that 150,000 
families in 1 0 provinces were living in flooded homes 
and rising water had displaced 17,000 families. 

Both evacuated families and many of those who 
arc slaying in flooded homes arc in need of support, 
officials said, while an emergency aid expert warned 
that the loss of rice crops could ultimately push many 
rural villagers into a cycle of poverty and debt. 

Agriculture Minister Chan Sarun said 252,000 
hectares of paddy fields across 14 provinces were 
inundated with flood water, 72,000 hectares of which 
had already been destroyed. 

“Flooding has effected. . ID [icrcent of the country's 
total rice crop, three percent... was destroyed as of 
September 28, but more rice will be damaged" Mr 
Sarun said. 

Rice fields are damaged if they are flooded for 
more than 10 days, according to aid experts. Some 
provinces around the Tonic Sap have now been Hooded 
for weeks. 

However, Mr Sarun said the overall impact of 
flooding on national rice production, rice prices and 
export volumes would be limited. 

" I think it s not strongly effected,” he said, adding 
that the total area planted with rice this year was 2*4 
million hectares. 

“Prey Veng is the worst affected province by the 
Hooding. More than 71 ,000 hectares [of paddy | is 
tkxxicd and 25,000 lieetares is destroyed there. Kompong 
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The National Committee for Disaster Management 
yesterday released its fiist update on the overall impact 
of the disaster since Monday, but details were still 
scarce* 

Keo Vy, depot) director of the disaster committee's 
information department, said 15 provinces in total 
had suffered horn flooding, while preliminary reports 
showed that “150,000 families in 10 provinces are 
effected by fltxxling and 17,000 families were evacuated 
to safe higher grounds.” 

“The evacuated families need emergency aid,” 
he said. 

Previously, the committee had reported that about 
90,000 families were effected and 1 3,000 households 
displaced, 

Camhodian Red Cross Deputy Seeretay- 
General Men Neary Sopheak said that evacuated 
families many of whom are stranded in large 
groups on hills or highlying pagodas and schools 
need emergency aid such as food, shelter, drinking 
water and sanitation, while tJxwc stuck in Hooded homes 
mostly require food supplies. 

“Food is the biggest need. Water, sanitation and 
[disinfectant! chloramines is an additional need,” she said. 

On Wednesday, the Cambodian Red Cross 
reported that the number of evacuated and flooded 
households in need of help to taled 37,300 families in 
five provinces alone, Kratie authorities have said 
another 1,400 families were evacuated there. 

Ms Neary Sopheak said that as the Mekong 
Hood waters recede in the northeast and move 
south of Phnom Penh, reports were coming in that 
fltxxling in Prey Yeng and Kandal provinces was 
worsening,Continued from page08

Twenty-five people died in road accidents during the 
three-day Pehum Ben holiday that began Monday, the 
same number as last year. Him Yan, director of the road 
traffcdepartrnrt at the Ministry of Interior, said yesterday. 

During the festival, there were 75 traffic accidents, 
down from 99 in 2010. Ninety -eight people were injured, 
a dnip of 25 people compared to last year. 

The majority of the aoridois occurred in Bartamhang 
province, with 17 accidents and four deaths, according 
X>Biiil;imhingpn?vTnLial traffic police chief Sath Kuusan.

Two men were killed w r hen a car crushed 
their motorbike, said Pen Khun, Phnom Penh deputy 
traffic police chief, 

X)ne man died on the road, and the other was taken

Sixty Internet Extortion 

Suspects Deported to China 


Sixty Chinese and Taiwanese 
nationals arrested in Phnom Penh on 
Monday for posing as Chinese police 
as part of international Internet extor- 
tion ring were deported yesterday 
morning, authorities said* Lieutenant 
General Khieu Sopheak, spokesman 
for the Ministry of Interior, said that a 
plane chartered by China took the 25 
Chinese and 35 Taiwanese suspects 
back to China* “|They ] were deported 
to China to be punished,” he said. The 
deportation order was “signed [on 
Wednesday] by [Interior Minister] 
Sar Kheng,” he added. Cambodia 
supports the One-China Policy, mean- 
ing that it does not recognize Taiwan 
as a sovereign state. Yang Tiayue, a 


spokesman for the Chinese Embassy, 
declined to comment on the deporta- 
tion. China's Xinhua news agency 
yesterday reported that 828 suspects 
from China, Taiwan and eight Asian 
countries had been arrested in a 
regionwide crackdown this w'eek, 
essentially shutting down “two large 
transnational telecom fraud groups.” 
The report said 162 criminal bases 
had been “eliminated,” and more than 
1 ,800 fraud cases solved. In June, 1 86 
people from China and Taiwan were 
deported by Cambodia following a 
similar crackdown on telecommuni- 
cations fraud, (Khy Sovuthy and 
Lauren Crothers)

Rieng provinces were newly hit. 

Prey Vcng province deputy governor Kco Sen 
said flcxxls there were hilling a peak and covered nearly 
the entire province, adding that there was t£ big damage" 
to the province's rice crops. 

'"Right now, it's very serious the water hasn't 
subsided yet... It has flooded about 90 percent of the 


province, except for Mesang district,"' he said, 
adding that 39 people had been killed, 1,817 
families evacuated and 218 houses destroyed. 

The government has so far set aside $55 
million and 1 ,700 metric tons of rice for provincial 
authorities to provide immediate help to affected 
families. Each household that lost a family member 
will receive $500.
